Jockey Returned from Russia Thought 
to Have Something te Do With 
Girl's Tragic End.

NEW Dec. 27.—A woman of 
1 years, known as Cecil Hall, has 
killed herself by jumping from a third- 
story window of a house near Broad- 
way, In West Forty-sixth street. In 
the neighborhood it was declared that 
the girl was screaming for help, after 
which she was seen to fling herself in 
a’ nude condition, head foremost, from 
the window. The woman's clothing 
was found scattered about the room 
from which she leaped. 

Two suit cases found in the room con- 
tained women's and men's clothing, 
bearing marks which, with other ar- 
ticles found in the case, led the police 
to come to the conclusion that both the 
man and woman were from Washing- 
ton. 

The woman had been at the house 
only a few hours before her death and 
nothing was known about her beyond 
the fact that she said her name was 
Cecil Hall, The police believe the marks 
on the man’s clothing show that it was 
bought in Warsaw, Poland. A man's 
overcoat bore the name “Hoar.” Other 
a of men's clothing bote the mark 


The initials found on the clothing and 
on silver-backed hairbrushes found

& promincnt jockey who recently re- 
turned to this country after a success- 
ful season On the race tracks of Russia. 
It is known that is jockey has been 
in Washington within a few days.

The telegram was signed by Mrs. M, 
Webb, No. 202 West Forty-sixth street 
New York. Mrs. Moss telegraphed 
back that the body should be sent to 
this city. 

Her mother is unable to give much 
information as to her recent career, 
About a year ago the girl went to 
Washington. Later, she wrote to her 
mother that September 6 she had mar- 
ried Clifton’Frager of that city, who, 
she said. was a clerk in the govern- 
ment employ. Some weeks ago she 
wrote that she and her husband would 
spend Christmas here with Mrs. Moss, 
but a letter received a few days since 
snid she would go to New York, 

The girl also stated she and her hus- 
band had adopted the name “Mr. and 
Mrs. I. J. Halli.” She directed that 
letters be addressed to her under the 
name of “Hall,” in care of Mrs. Webb, 
at the Forty-sixth street address. A 
photograph of Frazer which she sent 
to her mother showed him to be a 
rather handsome man about 80 years 
of age, smooth faced. 

J. Hoard, the jockey from Russia, 
mentioned in the case, is not known 
at any of the local hotels or by horse- 
men here.
